Pine, th e incum ­ 
bent. 
in th e general elections in 
Novem ber. 
D uring th e years from 
1907 to 
1921, w hen he was sw ept oui of o f­ 
fice in th e H arding landslide, there 
was no m ore picturesque figure in 
W ashington th a n G ore 
B linded in one eye at th e age of 
eight by a stick throw n by a com ­ 
panion a t a cow. and deprived of 
the sight of his o th er eye at th e 
age of ll in an accident w ith a toy 
gun, he was, despite his handicap. 
able to reach a seat in th e U nited 
S tates sen ate at th e age of 37. 
G ore traces his yearning for a p o ­ 
litical career to hearing th e C on­ 
gressional 
Record 
read 
w hile he 
was a page in the sen ate of his n a ­ 
tive M ississippi. 
His fath er, who was a justice of 
the peace, instilled a desire for law 
in him . 
W orking as a school te a c h ­ 
er w ith th e aid of his classm ates 
who read th e books to him , he su c­ 
ceeded in grad u atin g from a law 
school in Tennessee 
O klahom a 
soon 
claim ed 
him . 
T h at state regards him as one of 
its political pioneers 
Tie assisted 
in w riting its state co n stitu tio n and 
was chosen as one of O klahom a's 
first p air of U nited S tates senators. 
A lthough entirely bereft of his 
eyesight, he disdains th e 
use of 
raised type for the blind 
He p re­ 
fers 
to 
keep 
posted 
on 
current 
events by having publications read 
to him 
His hobby is seco n d -h an d books 
O ften in stran g e cities, while w ait­ 
ing for his train , he h as had bell 
boys tak e him to a book store where 
he would pick out 
volum es th a t 
caught his fancy. 
His library n u m ­ 
bers th o u san d s of volumes. 
L ight-H earted 
In his W ashington law office, to 
w hich he retired w hen defeated for 
the senate, he finds his way unaided 
th ro u g h th e large office building 
w here he practices 
T he carefully 
screened electric fan in his office 
is th e only precaution th a t he has. 
Since he left the sen ate in 1921. 
his in terest in events "on th e hill” 
has continued unabated.
